Friends and Peaple every-where throughout the whole World, 
N'che Openings and Ifluings- out of chat Light and. 
Life, that is not of this World, this is a wrfitation, 
—atids Salntation of true and vufained love to you all, and 
inthe crue Light of the Living, with which .every one 
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of you be enlightened, have an ear open to the Lord, 
that you may hear, when he calls, and what it is he re- 
quires at your hands. | _ 
| For, Friends,the living and acceptable time for man to 
do good, and work the Work of God in, is in the Living 
Fathers hand and time; therefore all the Children (not of 
the dead and barren womb, but of the living womb of the 
morning of the day of God,that laſts for ever)that be born 
of, and put forth by his living Spirit, they do wart in the 
' Light, (the way of the cternal life, and gate of truc 
wiſdom ) that ſhines in _ their own hearts, to ſee the 0- 
peration of his hand #f who is Gods Arm, and Power, his 
Battle: ax, and Weapon of War, with which P«wl and all the 
holy men fought the good Fight withall ) and his work 
therein going on, even him going on Conquering, and 
to Conquer all his and the Souls Enemies, that ſe they 
indecd may become his. workmanſhip, ( bis Houſe and 
Temple to dwell in ) whoſe works and wayes be all 
holy, and perfed for ever, and perfealy cftefted, and 
brought to paſs in the hearts of all, that be in all things 
Contormable to the Image of him, whoſe heavenly will

and obſcryed throughout their Generation 5 4 
but chey being done in their own will and | 
time, (and way they had- choſen) and mp a 
not in the time and will of the Holy Spirit, by which 
they were firſt injoyncd and Impoſed; the Fire of God 
having not kindled them, nor ſalted them, bur the 
ſiranze fire, that Nadab and Abihu Offered, in whoſe hearts 
the Lord was not ſanified, they were abomination, and 
the Lord abhorred them, 

Therelore Chriſt, who did all things well, even 
alwayes that which pleaſed the Father, ſaid to his 
Brethren abour his going to the Feaſt at Feruſalem, who 
were in their own wills and time girding themſelves, 
going Whither and when they would, My time 15 not yet 
full Come ,, but your time is alwayes ready, So, Friends, 
and People, All be ſwift ro hear, and ſlow to ſpeak, until you 
hear him ſncak, and ſee him putting you forth, and 
going before you , leaſt the Sacrifice of Fools, that God 

ath no delight in, be offered. So all that will go in 
and out at the true Door of the trac Sheep ( that hear the 
trxe Voice of the True Shepherd of the ſoul (the Ingrafted 
Word, that alone is able to ſave it) and cannot hear 
che Hirelings) into the living Paſture and ſprings of Lite, 
they muſt watt for 'the operation of the hand and power, 
that opens the Door, and gives entrance thercinto, for 
the Inheritance that is Incorruptible, is not ſeen, per- 
ceived, or attained unto by any outward thing ; but in, 
and through that which is Incorruptible, even the ſingle 
and perfe& eye of God, which all the diſobedient Chil- 
dren do cloſe, and ſo ſhut themſelves out of by their ſin, 
and tranſgreſſion ; and ſo calls Darkneſs, that they walk

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#» Light, and the Light they being eſtranged from and 
out of, they call Darkneſs And here is the Truth of God 
changed into a lye, and the Juft ſuffers, and i; Condem- 
ned by the xj, all-tho:gh in ir felt lives alwayes

But all whoſe minds come to be ſingly and alone ſtay'd 
in the Truc Light, that doth manifeſt all evill choughts 
and things, which is the Eye of God, they come ro ſee 
God, the Father and holy fountain of that Light (and 
| be ſatisfied with ſeeing ) which is the Saints Inheritance, 
to whom they be gathered, and gathering by that ſame 
that ſhines in the heart, firſt Convincing of fin, ſhew- 
ing and manifeſting evil thoughts and deeds in their firſt 
tile.

This in all things, words and works the- Creature coth. 
fpeak, or Co, calls for circumſpetFion, humility and patience 
in this Light or Grace that brings Salvation, and toall 
men hath appeared, is the hidden Wiſdom, even the hid- . 
den wiſdom, that God ordained to be his faints glory 
obtained of God, in it whoever asks and ſeeks, receives 
and finds, and who in the obedience to it, and: denial of: 
ſelf, and ſelfiſh ways and wiſdom in it waits in humility, 
comes to be #axzht of the Lord , and knows the living. 
Shepherd as did D:vie, and all the true Sheep of his 
Paſture ; they alfo feel the Iflues of that Life the

Darkneſs hath. bli-ded their eyes. But this is not the- 
everlaſting C ovenant that God makes with his Children; 
| for it muſt be broken and difannulled. 

But all that be in Chriſt, the everlaſting Covenant, 
the new Liſe,and Covenant in whom is no fin,do witneſs 
another thing, even the Low of the Spirit of Life that 
is in him, in whom is #9 fn, the covenant that God mill 
' never change, nor alter, for it ſes all that in it ns = 
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:Frota the Law vf fin, 'and {o trom the covenant of death 
that entered by fin, and the agreement the ſoul had 
made with it, is now broken, che Darxncſs is paſt, aud 
the true Light comes, Old things be. cone away, all 
things are become new ; the Old Maa pur off with his 
Deeds, and- the new Man that's keavcnly, pnt on, and 
he fets the heart and mind on heavenly things : and fo, 
as in the-Firſt Adam all dyc, death paſſerh over them, 
the fe and wages of their ſin, ſ0in Chriſt che Second 
Adam the Lord from Heaven are all made alive : tor he 
is the ſhepherd, and living Stoac 6i 1jr.e/; ro whom we 
coming in the Faich and obedience as to a living Stone, 
and in him abide, we of his Lite and Heaveily Yercue do 
receive, and ſo.become living Stones, aliocle& and pre- 
tious, being prepared to build him an houſe ro dwell in, 
we grow into an Holy Temple in the Lord ; or the place of 
wy Reſt, and the place of the Soals of my Feet is Holy, (auth the 
Lord God, Andin him even the true Light, who ever 
abids, fins not ; forhe only leads in the way of Righte- 
ouſneſs, but neverdid he lead any one into Sin, So 
ſuch as be led by him, ſet-to their ſeal, that he is the 
Amen, the faithtul and true witneſs, the beginner and 
the finiſher of the good work, and creation of God in 
the heart, the Spirit by which we call, and cry Abb 
Father , the Saviour of the ſoul ; the Ingrafred Word 
that alone cis able 'to doit; ſtronger then the Devil, for 
he binds him, and limits bim and diſpoſſeſieth him, and - 
all his Servants wrath and malice doth he reſtrain, bur 
what ſhall praiſe him : by him God made all things, 
and he upholds all things, he _ created the Mountains 
and formed the winds, he tells men and women all the 
have done amiſs from their youth , he doth the ak 
that no other man doth; and is nor this the very Chriſt, 
the 
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the Immanael, God with wt, the true light that lighteth 
all men : in his light God dwells, and puts it on as a gar- 
ment for ever; the Spiritual Tent and Tabernacle he 
hath pitched in the Sons of men, the lively, and living 
Oracle, at which all the Sons and Daughters of the liv- 
ing God do ask counſel ; by and through whom to God 
the Father of all be praiſes & glory given in the Church, 
World without end, tor all his great goodneſs in, and 
through Chriſt, this true Light, received; he alone is 
God over all, and above all, whoſe mercy endures for- 
cver.

So Friends and People, in the Light of God is the way 
of Life, and the way of Death ſer before you: O do not 
ſtand at the parting of the vays, at the head of the ful- 
lers Field, conſulting with Images ( like as the King 
of Babilon did) for there will the Enemy divine a Lyc unto
